became Chief of the SG, BKA he has been cooperative and Just in his dealings 
with the Allied agoncles. He is considered a competent and effective 
leader for the SG. " « 

7. (SECRET) Dr. BRUECKNER made a trip t# the United States in 
October 1954 • Upon his return to G^many he expressed enthusiasm over his 
trip and admiration for the United States. He is held in high esteem by 
the Federal Interior Ministry. Despite his comparative youth Dr. BRUECKNER 
had been considered at one time as a possibility for Chief of the BfV to 
succeed Otto JOHN, 
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
